One hour after Clarence Brad- 
street had been released from the 
custody of Chief Beavers on habeas 
corpus writ, and his wife, Mrs. 
Catherine F. Bradstreet, the woman 
in the Fairburn bank embezzlement 
tase, and Robert Ellison, negro 
chauffeur, had been ordered turned 
over to the sheriff of Campbell 
county under bond Of $2,500 each 
as material witnesses against W. 
B. Green, vice president of the bank. 
he was again taken into custody by 
officers under a warrant charging 
embezzlement, which was sworn out 
in the municipal court by W. D. 
Roberts, president of the Fairburn 
Banking company. 

A warrant charging embezzle- 
ment was also sworn out against 
Mrs. Bradstreet and served on her 
in the police station. Bond in each 
of these cases was fixed at $5,000 
by Judge Luther Z. Rosser, of the 
municipal court. These 
are returnable to the 
county court. ; 

The issuing of these warrants fol; 
lowed immediately upon the con- 
clusion of the hearing before Judge 
John D. Humphries, in the criminal 
division of the superior court of 
habeas corpus writs sworn out to 
secure the release of both the Brad- 
streets and their chauffeur, Rob- 
ert Ellison, from the police station, 
where they had been held since their 
arrests Saturday night. 

Bradstreet was ordered dis- 
charged. while Mrs. Bradstreet and 
Bllison were ordered held under 


$2,500 bonds each. 


ERVED WITH 
AIL TROVER. 


Just at the close of the habeas 
corpus hearing, Mrs. Bradstreet was 
personally served in the courtroom 
with a bail trover to recover her 
wedding ring, the only jewelry that 
she still had in her possession. 

The suit was served by Marshal 
George, of the municipal court, and 
was taken out by the Nat Kaiser 
company. Mrs. Bradstreet dramat- 
ically refused to part with the ring 
and stated that she would not make 
bond for it. 

Judge Humphries took the bail 
proceedings into consideration when 
he signed the order remanding her 
‘to the custody of sheriff of Camp- 
bell county. 

If she makes bond of $2,500 to 
appear as a witness, and secures 
» her freedom from the Campbell 
county sheriff, the judge ordered 
her to be brought back and turned 
over to the marshal of the municipal 
court until she ei‘her gives bond 
for the wedding ring or gives it up. 


ORDER OF 
COURT. 


The order of the court withh 
reference to Mrs. Bradstreet fol- 
lows: 

“Upon hearing the application 
for habeas corpus and upon con-

Girls are Enthusiastic. 

An adding machine was placed 
on the rostrum and the total was 
gradually compiled from the _ re- 
ports of the different teams. Each 
amount brought vigorous applause, 
and when, after about two-thirds »” 
the reports had been made and the 
student at the machine announced 
they were over the top, the girls 
simply went wild. All business 
was suspended for an interval of 
cheers and yells. 

The entire student body paradea 
through the town, giving yells. of 
“Agnes will win again.” Around the 
Dekalb county courthouse a com- 
plete mass of girls was formed. Se- 
rious minded young attorneys found 
it hard to plead their cases, and so 
joined in with the happy rooters. 

A nearby automobile served Miss 
Charlotte Keesler, official cheer 
leader, a wonderful platform.

ALL RULES IGNORED 
BY ENRAGED SENATORS 


Hitchcock’s War Record 

Figured in the Contro- 
versy—Rarely Has the 
Senate Been in Such an 
Ugly Temper.

Washington, October 14.—Digni- 
fied and temperate discussion yield- 
ed to disorderly procedure and bit- 
ter personal exchanges on the floor 
of the senate today. The most 
acrimonious debate since the league 
of nations became an issue nine 
months ago held sway for several 
hours. 

First, Senator Reed, democrat, of 
Missouri, and Senator McCumber, 
republican, of North Dakota, then 
Senator Reed and Senator Hitch- 
cock, democrat, of Nebraska, en- 
gaged in heated argument. There 
was considerable shouting and much 
pounding of desks. The senators 
ignored all rules in their persona) 
reflections. Seldom has the senate 
been in “such bad temper. 

Both Senators Reed and McCum- 
ber were in a state bordering on 
rage when the senator from Mis- 
souri insisted upon calling the 
North Dakotan to order over an 
intimation that. oppoments of the 
league were pro-German. Senator 
McCumber’s words were ordered 
stricken from the record upon 
Reed’s insistence. Senator McCum- 
ber refused, even when ruled out of 
rder, to retract his statement and 
a further reference much broader 
than his original was permitted to 
stand unchallenged. 

The scene of hostilities then 
shifted to the democratic side 01 
the chamber. Senator Reed was the 
aggressor in this instance. It was 
Senator Hitchcock who took offense 
at references made by the Missourl 
senator to the embargo on arms ana 
munitions urged by Senator Hitch- 
cock before the United States en- 
tered the war against Germany. 
The senators became so _ avygitated 
that each accused the other of mak- 
ing loose and reckless statements 
and of not knowing what he was 
talking about. 

HReed-McCumber Tilt. 

The controversy between Sena- 
tors Reed and McCumber began 
when the former interrupted Sena- 
tor McCumber while the latter was 
replying to a speech by Senator 
Lodge on the Shantung provision 
of the treaty. Senator Reed inter- 
jected a remark to the effect that 
Japan had stolen Shantung. Senator 
McCumber replied with an allusion 
to “promiscuous epithets to nations 
associated with the United States 
in the war.” ; 

‘Tl know that since the war 
practically closed,’ Senator hicCum- 
ber continued, ‘‘a great many sena- 
tors prefer to consider these na- 
tions as our enemies and Germany 
seems to be more an object of so- 
licitude than our friends who help- 
ed us to defeat Gerfany. I think 
the Japanese people have some 
sense of national honor and integ- 
rity and I would rather stand upon 
that and say to Japan ‘we trust 
you.’” 

Senator Reed, who was standing 
in the rear of the chamber, walked 
down the center @isle exclaiming 
to Senator McCumber: 

“I am going to ask if the senator, 
when he said that some senators 
were becoming more. solicitious 
about Germany than they were about 
the rights of our associates in the 
war, meant that? If so I want him 
to name the senators.” 

“There have been a great many 
arguments on the floor of the sen- 
ate,”’ replied Mr. McCumber, “argu- 
ments filled with hatred, filled al- 
most with curses of our principal 
ally (Great Britain), in this great 
struggle and in the attempts to pre- 
vent the adoption of the league of 
nations they have been made in 
assumption that we must so guard 
ourselves in every particular that 
there could not be a decision against 
us even though we were in the 
wrong. That has been followed by 
arguments on the floor that we were 
in effect getting such a grip on 


the throat of Germany that we 
would strangle her to death for all 
future time. That is what I mean 
and that is sufficient for me.” 
Cry of Pro-Germanism. 
“This cry of pro-Germanism has 
become very frequent here,” re- 
torted Senator Reed, “generally more 
by tnnuendo than by direct state- 
ment.”’

Restless Day for President. 

In the regular night bulletin on 
the president’s condition, issued 
from the white house at 10 o'clock, 
Dr. Grayson said: ' 

“The president has had a restless 
and uncomfortable day, but he is 
better tonight.” ' 

In connection with issuance of 
the bulletin, Dr. Grayson announced 
that Dr. H. A. Fowler, a Washing 
ton specialist, had been called in 
for consultation and through his ef- 
forts it had been able to reduce the 
swelling of the prostate’ gland, 
which it was stated today had in- 
terferred with the rest of the pres- 
ident last night. 

The new element entering into 
the president’s illness, it was stat- 
ed, was of the non-operative type. 

General Condition Favorable. 

The general condition of Mr. Wil- 
again was described as favor-

States Steel corporation, seated 
with the public group less than 
fifteen feet away, the labor ieader 
declared that the steel corporation 
had “acted like the bolsheviki” in 
refusing to meet representatives of 
the other party in the _ dispute. 
Judge Gary kept his eyes fixed on 
the labor leader’s face throughout 
the speech, but made no reply wnen 
Mr. Gompers concluded. 

Mr. Gompers described the labor 
proposal as the “most gencrous and 
comprehensive proposition ever sub- 
mitted in the entire course of the 
struggle of labor to emer,se from 
slavery to serfdom and then to 
waged labor.” 

Referring to the “executive head” 
of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, Mr. Gompers made the charge 
that after the steel corporation 
finally consented to allow the work- 
ers to submit their demands and

Labor Must Be Considered, 

“Are we in this year of grace, 
1919, when we have driven political 
autocracy off the face of the earth?”

The time has gone by when 
any man can say he is monarch of 
all he surveys. Some degree of 
consideration must be given to la- 
bor. Because men are workers is 
no reason they are not the equals 
of the highest officers of any cor- 
poration in this land.”

The clearest conception which 
has been given in Atlanta of bol- 
shevism was presented last evening 
by Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the 
world’s leading suffragist, in Taft 
hall under the auspices of the Al- 
kahest Lyceum system. Mrs. Pank- 
hurst was in Russia after the revo- 
lution when bDbolsheviki ideas first 
developed into a movement, and it 
was her experience with this de- 
structive force which led her to 
make a plea to Atlanta men and 
women for the preservation of the 
“old-fashioned” institutions — the 
home, religion, marriage—and for 
the influence of women in uphold- 
ing true democracy. 

“Bolshevism is the worst form of 
domination the world has ever 
»’ Mrs. Pankhurst said, and 
she went into a history of the 


movement, and an exposition of its | 


theories to prove her statement, in 
one of the most logical and atten- 
tion-compelling addresses ever de- 
livered here by either a man or 
woman. 

Gentle Little Woman. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, known best per- 
haps for her militant activities in 
the cause of suffrage in England, 
is a gentle little woman, with pleas-

PROGRESS ENCOURAGIN 


Special Training Now Being 
Given in About Three-Score 
Georgia Schools. 


Encouraging progress in voca- 
tional training by ‘most of the 
schools undertaking these courscs 
was reported by the board of super- 
visors of state vocational work. 
who held a conference in the office 
of State Superintendent of Schoo.s 
M. lL. Brittain Tuesday mornibg. 

It is under the supervision of this 
board that the federal funds re- 
ceived from the Smith-Hughes’ act 
are expended in Georgia. Georgia 
has been allotted approxim“tely 
$65,000 of this fund for the Cur: 
rent year. By the terms of the act 
the federal government agrees tv 
pay one-half of the salary of a 
teacher for vocational training pn - 
vided that the local school authcri- 
ties find the money for the other 
half. 

Under this arremgement specia! 
vocational training is being carried 
on in about three score schools o! 
the state. These include agricu:- 
tural training in about forty schools. 
There are about a dozen schools 
with trade classes and the same 
number with special classes’ in 
home economics. All but two of the 
district agricultural schools have 
qualified under the Smith-Hughes 
act and one of these expects. to 
come in next year. Among the oth- 
er schools sharing in the fund are 
both county schools and city sys- 
tems. 

While the supervisors found con- 
ditions generally encouraging, 
there were a few schools’ which 
were not meeting requirements and 
which the board found it necessary 
to drop.

He urged greater care in 
handling during shipment and 
asked that the railroads give as 
much protection to a bale of cot- 
ton as to a bale of hay. “They 
cover the hay,” he said, “but leave 


the cotton on the platform in the 
rain until they are able to find car 
space for it.” 

Storing Cotton on Ground. 

A statement from the floor that 
farmers often stored their cotton 
on the ground so it would accumu- 
late moisture and increase in 
weight, brought vigorous denials 
from a score of growers, mostly 
delegates from Texas. 

Albert S. Duncan, of Boston, a 
spinner delegate, who presided at 
the session, ended what was rapidly 
developing into a spirited debate by 
calling upon the next speaker, 
Colonel W. B. Thompson, of New 
Orleans. 

Mr. Thompson said there would 
be no country damage with proper 
warehousing. “Regardless of who 
should be held responsible for the 
damage,” he said, “it is manifest 
that if cotton is protected as it 
should be, it cannot suffer from the 
weather.’ 

Arno §S. Pearse, a member of the 
British delegation, algo advocated 
warehouses throughout the Ameri- 
can belt. Permanent marks and 
labels stating the names ot the 
grower, the warehouse and gross, 
net and tar weight, he said, also 
would be conductive to the reduc- 
tion of country damage. 

Best Warehouse Heceipt. 

The highest type of warehouse 
receipt obtainable is that of the 
great public cotton warehouse at 
New Orleans, according to J. How- 
ard Ardrey, vice president of the 
National bank of Commerce, New 
York. 

The nearer the approach of other 
warehouses to those of New Orleans 
in responsibility, integrity and the 
proper care of commodities, in that 
degree will their receipts be  ac- 
cepted in the open money markets 
of the world,” said the speaker. 
“The cotton warehouse receipts or 
New Orleans are obligations of the 
state of Louisiana.

right of trial by jury “in event ol 
invasion or other special military 
emergency.” 

It has been asked by certain Eng- 
lish critics of the Irish government 
why that clause was not invoked 
before the rebellion, when there 
was reason to believe the Sinn fein- 
ers were in negotiation with the 
Germans, and when there was a 
“special military emergency. The 
explanation is offered—and it fits 
with other positions taken by the 
Irish government—that such a re- 
pressive move would have alienated 
most of Ireland, which’ would have 
cried with one voice that British 
government was once more stamp- 
ing the Irish people under foot. In 
fact, the Irish government played 
the considerate, but thankless, 
eame, and as ai result reaped a 
bloody whirlwind. 

An “Emergency” Situation. 

So Ireland has been an “emer- 
eency” situation ever since, with 
the continued state of affairs war- 
ranting the continuance of the ma- 
chinery for summary and uninfha- 
enced jurisdiction. There was fear- 
fully lax enforcement of the law 
after the rebellion, and even before 
the nullification of the otherwise 
mandatory right of trial by jury. 
That laxness has continued in civil 
courts in certain areas until the 
present day, with, unfortunately, 
slizht indication of early abate- 
ment.

Washington, October 14.—Quick 
action by congress on a resolution 
ordering the agriculture department 
to issue a new cotton report on No- 
vember 2, showing the crop condi- 
tion as of October 25, was prom- 
ised today by house leaders. Rep- 
resentative Byrnes, South Carolina. 
author of the resolution, announced 
tonight that he expected to obtain 
house consideration Thursday under 
® unanimous consent agreement. 
Such action was today delayed by 
other legislation holding the right 
of way as unfinished business, and 
tomorrow a previous order of busi- 
mess will similarly prevent action. 

Favorable recommendation on 
adoption of the resolution was given 
unanimously today by the house ag- 
riculture committee after southern 
congressmen had urged immediate 
action as necessary so that the 
“true crop condition” may be made 
known this year for the financial 
benefit of the cotton planter. 

“Extravagantly” High. 

Failure of the government report. 

sued almost two weeks ago, to 
recognize abandonment of fields, 
was blamed by Mr. Byrnes as caus- 
ing an estimated yield of more than 
10,000,000 bales this year. The de- 
partment’s estimated production, he 
and others asserted, was “extrava- 
gantly” high. 

Southern congressmen appearing 
before the house agricultural com- 
mittee, complained that the last re- 
port, issued almost two weeks ago, 
Was erroneous and would result in 
southern planters failing to receive 
as high a price for their product as 
warranted by this year’s yield. 

Unless speedy action is taken by 
congress, the committee was told, no 
other report would be issued this 
year, for Secretary Houston was 
said to hold the last report was as 
accurate as the department could 
make it, and that another report 
would be of no useful purpose. 

Abandoned Acreage. 

Representative Byrnes, South Car- 
olina, who introduced the resolution 
calling for the new report at the 
request of the American Cotton as- 
sociation, asserted the October re- 
port failed to show abandoned acre- 
age with the result that an esti- 
mated yield of 10,696,000 bales was 
too high. 

“Then, toa, the exact same condi- 
tion of the crop, according to the 
report, produces two different re- 
sults,” declared Mr. Byrnes, acting 
as spokesman for the southern del- 
egation. “Last year the condition 
was reported as 54.4 per cent with 
an estimated yie'd of 154 pounds an 
acre, and for the sa ie date this 
year the same percentage as to con- 
dition gives an estimate of 158 
pounds an acre. For a total acreage 
of 32,000,000, this factor alone adds 
more than 300,000 bales to the esti- 
mated yield.” 

ioxplaining prices are governed by 
the crop yield, Mr. Byrnes said if 
the department report is inaccurate 
it will be so proved by the census 
report of bales ginned, which will 
be available next spring. 

“By that time,” he declared, “cot- 
ton will have left the hands of the 
producer, and the benefit will not be 
to the farmer but to the speculator.”

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RAIL COMMISSIONERS. 
DISCUSS PROBLEMS 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oeftober 14.— 
General discussion as to what could | 
be done for the betterment of the’ 
street railway system all over the| 
United States and at e same time 
keep down the fare rate occupied 
the National Association of Rail- 
ways and Utility Commissioners on 
the first day of its session here. 

Street railways had been given 
authority to increase their fares in 
nearly every large city in the coun- 
try, it was pointed out, but stiil 
conditions were not satisfactory. 

Investigation Urged. 

Public service commissions were 
urged not to accept street railway 
coinpanies’ tigures, but to make 
thorough investigations with their 
own engineers and accountants and 
in that manner reach a conciusion |} 
as to what fare should be charged, 
Paul Haynes, an Indiana _ public 
service commissioner, said. To this 
action he attributed the compara- 
tively small fare charged in India- 
napolis. 

The morning session was devoted 
to addresses by Governor Goodrich, 
of Indiana; Charles Elmquist, pres- 
ident of the organization, and Ciyde 
b. Aitchison, chairman of the inier- 
state commerce commission. 

Forty states are represented by 
the cummissioners present. 

Adequate ‘Transportation. 

Enactment of legislation to in- 
sure transportation adequate to na- 
tional needs in time of war as well 
as in peace was the policy outlined 
by Clyde B. Aitchison, chairman ot 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, in his speech before the assv- 
ciation. 

In times of great national! stress, 
declared Chairman Aitchison, 
whether do to war or other emerg- 
ency, the constituents of the trans- 
portation system of the country 
must be capable of prompt mobil- 
ization and operation as a single 
unit. To accomplish this, he said. 
is one of the highest offices of the 
national law-making body. 

Discussing the various plans for 
the future operation of the rail- 
roads, Mr. Aitchison said there must 
be a far greater degree of unification 
and utilization of facilities, termri- 
nals and equipment than ever be- 
fore and that further railway cuon- 
struction should be limited to that 
which is necessary and convenient 
for governmental purposes and the 
public. Provision for the most ef- 
ficient utilization of equipment aft- 
er private operation is resumed is 
important. 

Wasteful Competition. 

As a necessary means of prevent- 
ingg wasteful competition, the speak- 
er recommended a national regu- 
lating body. Also a modification of 
the present plan to district traffic 
committees, under the direction of 
public authority, may be necessary 
as a stabilizing influence during 
the readjustment stage following 
federal control that the carriers 
and the country may be spared the: 
burden of anything approaching a 
rate war. te 

With the return of the properties 
and until the corporations have 
had an opportunity to make their 
own adjustments it seems reason- 
able, Mr. Aitchison said, that the 
government should stand behind 
unavoidable losses from operation 


a direct cost of the war and should 
be borne as such. 

Regarding the labor situation, the 
speaker declared legislation must 
be provided to insure a speedy and 
adequate means of enforcing the 
just demands of employees but 
that at the same time the coun- 
try is entitled to protection 
against the irretrievable damage 
which must follow if either party 
to the dispute insists upon being 
the final judge of the justice of its 
own cause and stops the wheels of 
commerce.

STRIKES BARREN) 


BY RAIL MEASURE 


Senate Committee  In- 
cludes Clause to Penal- 
ize Railway Strikes. 
Distribution of Excess 
Rail Earnings. 


Washington, October 14.—Inclu- 
sion in the permanent railroad leg- 
islation of_a provision to penalize 
strikes of railroad employees was 
decided upon late today by the sen- 
ate interstate commerce committee 
by a vote of 14 to l. 

The committee did not enter into 
the details of the anti-strike legis- 
lation at its meeting today, the vote 
being merely on the question of 
adopting the principle of penalizing 
railroad employees for striking. 
Senator Stanley, democrat, of Ken- 
tucky, casting the only oposing vote, 
declared he did not believe anti- 
strike provisions could be enforced. 

The committee vote was regarded 
as making certain inclusion in the 
final railroad bill of an anti-strike 
clause somewhat similar to the 
clause of the @Gammins bill propos- 
ing fines and imprisonment for con- 
certed action of employees interfer- 
ing with interstate commerce. The 
phraseology of the anti-strike clause 
is expected to be agreed on late 
this week.

“A draft animai with its harness 
hitched to and being used to draw 
a buggy in which liquors are be- 
ing conveved constitutes a part of 
the conveyance so as to subject the 
animal and harness to seis"re and 
condemnation under Section 20 of the 
prohibition act of 1917.” 

The above is the decision of the 
supreme court in the case of Gates 
against the state which was hand- 
ed down vesterday.

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ered by any preceding decision. 

The defendant Gates in whose 
buggy the liquor was found, was 
driving a mule. The local author- 
ities instituted condemnation pro- 
ceedings not only against the v iicle 
but also against the mule and har- 
ness. In this thev are sustained by 
the supreme court which says that 
the motive power by which a Ve- 
hicle is drawn or propelled is a part 
of the conveyance.
